COUNCIL chiefs are being urged to 
crack down on the roadside tethering 
of horses in Harlow following an acci¬ 
dent in which one of the animals was 
killed after charging out into rush- 
hour traffic. 

The incident happened near the junction 
between Katherine’s Way and Third Avenue at 
about 6pm on Tuesday when the horse broke 
free from its tether and ran into the road. 

According to one eyewitness, who asked to 
remain anonymous, the animal was killed 
instantly after being hit by a Ford Focus, shat¬ 
tering the car’s windscreen on impact and 
showering the male driver and 
female passenger with broken 
glass. 

“We were driving in the 
opposite direction when we saw 
the accident happen,” he told 
the Star. “The horse just 
charged out into the road and 
was hit by a car. There was no 
way the driver could have 
avoided it. 

“It was pretty horrific. The 
animal had sustained terrible 
injuries and would have been 
killed instantly.” 

Police arrived on the scene 
shortly after the accident to 
close off the road as highways 
teams cleared the area of glass

THE sacrifice made by the men and 
women who gave their lives serving 
their country in armed conflicts 
across the globe will be honoured at 
remembrance services in Harlow 
this weekend. 

Remembrance Sunday will be 
marked with a commemorative 
service at the Netteswell Memorial 
Garden in Harlow Town Park. 
Standards will muster outside Burnt 
Mill School, in First Avenue, at 
10.30am before marching down 
School Lane for the start of the 
service at 10.45am. Among those 
attending will be Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon, Harlow Council chairwoman 
Maggie Hulcoop and other local 
dignitaries. 

An Armistice Day service organised 
by the League of Gentlemen 95 will 
also be taking place at the same time 
at the war memorial on Harlow 
Common. 

The group will be joined by the 
congregation from St Mary 
Magdalene Church in Potter Street 
for the 10.30am service, which will 
also see the laying of the Burma Star 
Association standard. 

A bugle player from a military re¬ 
enactment group in Essex will then 
play the Last Post before the group 
marches back to the church. 

Later the same day the Harlow 
branch of the Royal British Legion 
will be staging a remembrance 
service and concert at The Playhouse 
featuring the Harlow Concert Band. 
The event begins at 7.30pm and 
tickets cost £6, with all proceeds 
going to the RBL’s Poppy Appeal. 

Meeting on Black 
Run rescheduled 

A PUBLIC meeting on the future of 
an alleyway in Old Orchard which 
residents claim is a magnet for anti¬ 
social behaviour has been 
rescheduled for November 17. 

Harlow Council had originally 
arranged the meeting for October 20 
but it was postponed as a mark of 
respect following last month’s tragic 
house fire in nearby Barn Mead.

LABOUR parliamentary 
hopeful for Harlow Suzy 
Stride this week accused 
the Government of failing 
to protect struggling 
households from spiral¬ 
ling gas and electricity 
costs. 

Ms Stride said ministers 
were “dithering” on policy 
while families on low incomes 
and pensioners struggling to 
were left facing some of the 
biggest-ever hikes in energy 
prices. 

“Domestic fuel poverty is a 
real problem in Harlow, with 
many people I talk to worrying 
about how they are going to 
pay their winter fuel bills,” she 
told the Star. 

“Hard-pressed families and 
businesses need more trans¬ 
parency on costs, pricing and 
profits to know whether 
they’re getting a fair deal, but 
this Tory-led Government isn’t 
taking action to protect strug¬ 
gling households and vulnera¬ 
ble customers from being 
ripped off.” 

Ms Stride said she was urg¬ 
ing residents to sign up to her 
party’s ‘Switch Together’ cam¬ 
paign - a collective energy¬ 
switching scheme encourag¬ 
ing groups of householders to 
club together to negotiate bet¬ 
ter deals with energy firms. 

“I'd urge everyone to sign 
up,” she said. “There’s no obli¬ 
gation to accept anything if it’s 
not cheaper than your current 
deal, but the more people who 
sign up the more likely it is we 
can get a deal that helps 
households cut their costs over 
winter.” 

One resident who has al¬ 
ready signed up is pensioner 


Peter Waite, of Taylifers. 

He said: “Last year the 
Government reduced the 
planned winter fuel payment 
from £250 to £200 for pen¬ 
sioners, and British Gas has 
just announced they are going 
to increase my bill. 

“If we have a cold winter, I 
don't know how I am going to 
be able to afford to keep my 
flat warm.” 

But Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon insisted the Govern¬ 
ment was working hard to help 
protect the elderly and vulner¬ 
able from rising energy prices. 

“We are giving pensioners 
the highest pension increase 
ever since 1948 - an extra £5 a 
week - and we are offering 
low-income families in Har¬ 
low and the elderly £130 
pounds this winter, plus the 
cold weather payment and win¬ 
ter fuel allowance,” he said. 

“There is also the Green 


Deal, which will help every 
single Harlow household get 
free energy improvements 
including double-glazing and 
insulation. 

“Finally, the Prime Minister 
has promised tough new laws 
to force energy companies to 
give their customers the lowest 
prices. I would urge everyone 
reading this to go today to log 
on to www.gov.uk to see how 
they can benefit from the 
Government's action.” 

Mr Halfon added that 
Labour leader Ed Miliband’s 
recent pledge to “decarbonise” 
the UK electricity grid would 
hit all residents in the pocket. 

“Labour’s plan is to tax 
everyone in Harlow an extra 
£120 to pay for their expensive 
wind farm policy,” he said. “I 
believe this would be a mis¬ 
take. We need cheaper elec¬ 
tricity and gas, just like we 
need cheaper petrol.” 


Motorist dies in m-way accident 


A HARLOW man died after his car careered 
off the Mil and plunged down an embank¬ 
ment on Sunday morning. 

The accident happened at 7am on the south¬ 
bound carriageway of the motorway between 
junctions six and seven. 

Firefighters used specialist cutting equip¬ 
ment to free the 45-year victim - who has not 
yet been named by police - from the wreckage 
of the black BMW 318 but he was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 


Officers said it is believed he lost control of 
the car before it left the road and overturned as 
it landed at the bottom of the embankment. No 
other vehicles were involved 

A section of the southbound carriageway 
was closed for more than four hours while 
investigations and recovery work took place. 

Police have appealed for anyone who wit¬ 
nessed the accident to contact the Serious 
Collision Investigation Unit on 101 or email 
collisionappeal@essex.pnn.police.uk.

A CHARITY which provides 
emergency food parcels to cash- 
strapped residents has appealed 
for public support in its 
attempts to raise enough money 
to buy a new delivery van. 

Harlow Foodbank, which currently 
relies on transport provided by 
volunteers to collect and distribute 
donations of food, needss a dedicated 
delivery vehicle in order to expand its 
services in the new year. 

Gary Knott, the charity’s director of 
community services, said acquiring a 
van would make a vast difference to 
its work, but first it must raise several 
thousands of pounds. 

“It would help regularise our 
deliveries and collections as well as 
easing the entire process,” he said. 
“Ideally we’d like to raise £5,000. 
Insurance and other things are very 
expensive but hopefully we will have 
a new van by the early part of 2013. 
“We are looking to start up a new 
service next April where we will be 
able to help nearby towns and villages 
that need us.” 

Up to September the foodbank had 
provided just over 6,000 people with 
emergency food and provisions since 


it opened in April 2009. 

It currently supports 170 people each 
month and needs over 1.6 tonnes of 
food to meet an increasing demand for 
its services. The bulk of its donations 
comes from the public and businesses 
in Harlow and the surrounding area. 
The charity, which relies on an army 


of around 60 volunteers, also works 
with several other organisations 
including churches, schools and 
supermarkets. 

According to Gary, the main reasons 
people turn to the foodbank are delays 
in receiving benefits, cuts in wages, 
debt, unemployment and domestic 


violence. 

“We continue to provide much-needed 
support to local people who find 
themselves in crisis, often through no 
fault of their own,” he added.

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Pizza thief attacks delivery driver with glass bottle 


DETECTIVES are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses after a pizza delivery worker 
was attacked and robbed in Harlow. 

The 24-year-old victim was assault¬ 
ed outside Nicholls Field Tower as he 
was trying to make a delivery shortly 
before lam on Sunday, October 28.

The assailant is described as white 


and of slim build. He was wearing 
jeans and a dark jacket with a white 
hoodie, the hood of which had been 
pulled tight around his head to 
obscure his face.

THREE people have been charged 
with offences of burglary and theft 
following police raids on 19 proper¬ 
ties in Harlow. 

Officers executed search warrants at 
addresses across the town on Friday as part 
of a countywide burglary crackdown code- 
named Operation Nemesis. 

Six people were arrested and a number of 
suspected stolen items were recovered. 

Three of the six were subsequently 
charged and held in police custody prior to 
appearances at Chelmsford Magistrates' 
Court on Saturday. 

Detective Superintendent Glenn Mal¬ 
eary, of Essex Police, said Operation 
Nemesis - which was launched in August 
this year - would continue to target burglary 
suspects to “keep the pressure on” offend¬ 
ers. 

“There has been a significant rise in bur¬ 
glaries across the county and Harlow has 
unfortunately seen a number of offences 
being committed,” he said. 

“This operation is targeting those people 
who steal, burgle and handle stolen goods. 
The aim of the operation is to bring offend¬ 
ers to justice, recover stolen items and to 
gain further intelligence about who is 
involved in these crimes. 

“I would appeal to the public in the local 
area to pass information on to the police if 
they know who is involved.” 

He added: “These operations will cause 
disruption but we will continue to keep the 
pressure on the offenders and those who 
work with them or cover for them, in order 
to protect the local, hard working communi- 

# A 24-year-old unemployed man was 
charged with one count of theft of satellite 
navigation equipment from a car. A 19-year- 
old man and a 15-year-old boy were charged 
with separate burglary offences. 

The three others arrested - a 16-year-old 
boy, a 24-year-old woman and a 21-year-old 
man - were released on police bail until 
December 21 pending further enquiries.

and removed the dead animal, 
causing major tailbacks in both 
directions. 

The driver and passenger of the 
Ford Focus were unhurt. 

Officers were yesterday 
(Wednesday) attempting to contact 
the owner of the horse, which is 
believed to have belonged to a 
member of the town’s travelling 
community. 

Another witness, who was trav¬ 


elling behind the car when it struck 
the horse, added: “It was carnage. 
I’ve seen a few stories in the Star 
recently about the problems caused 
by tethered horses in the town; 
surely now something will have to 
be done.” 

According to Harlow Council, 
the tethering of horses is currently 
only permitted on Harlow 
Common, Latton Common and 
several purpose-built paddocks, 
meaning the animal killed in 
Tuesday’s accident should not have

Six in fight to 
become police 
commissioner 


VOTERS living in the Toddbrook Christine O’Dell (Labour) will be

VOTERS in Harlow go the polls 
next week to elect Essex’s first 
police and crime commissioner. 

Thursday’s election will mark a fun¬ 
damental change in the way the coun¬ 
ty is policed, with the successful can¬ 
didate bearing ultimate responsibility 
for setting priorities for the Essex 
force, overseeing the budget and hiring 
the chief constable. 

According to the Govemmentthe 
new American-style system will make 
local police forces more accountable 
to the communities they serve while 
giving the public a greater say in their 
day-to-day running. 

But critics claim they are expensive 
and unnecessary, and have warned that 
turnouts for the election could be the 
lowest in British history. 


A total of six candidates have put 
themselves forward for the role in 
Essex, with Conservative, Labour, 
UKIP and English Democrats hope¬ 
fuls lining up alongside two independ¬ 
ents in the ballot. 

The results should be known by 
next Friday, with the new commission¬ 
er assuming office on November 22 at 
the start of a four-year term.

Changing the 
economic policies that lead to that 
situation is the way forward, not 
arguing about whose fault it is for 
HWRA’s difficulties.

Court will decide if I 
broke undertakings 

SIR, Your report (“Lawyer back 
in court over McCann claims”, 
Novemberl ) omitted to state the 
key element of my defence 
against claims I broke court 
undertakings. 

As is widely known the original 
senior detective in the case, Dr 
Goncalo Amaral, published a 
book in 2008 setting out his 
views on the case. It’s a book on 
which I base my views of what 
happened. 

It’s also widely known that the 
McCanns successfully banned 
his book at court hearings in 
September 2009 and January 
2010 in Lisbon. 

But what is not so well known is 
that the ban on Dr Amaral’s 
book was lifted by the 
Portuguese Appeal Court in 
October 2010. The McCanns 
appealed unsuccessfully to the 
Portuguese Supreme Court 
against the ban in March 2011. 
These two courts were very 
clear: they said it was a breach 
of his rights to freedom of 
expression and speech under 
Article 10 of the European 
Convention on Human Rights to 
continue the ban on his book. 

So his book has been on sale 
again in Portugal for over two 
years. But much more than that, 
his book has been translated into 
nine European languages and 
has sold a million copies in over 
two dozen countries. 

The current position is that 


people in Britain can’t read Dr 
Amaral’s book in English because 
no publisher will take the risk of 
publishing it so long as Britain 
retains its oppressive libel laws. 
Finally, it was not correct to state 
that three of the 16 undertakings I 
gave to the McCanns and the court 
have been broken. That remains for 
the court to decide after they have 
heard my defence.

SIR, As a resident of Harlow for 
some 50 years and with two 
children who have never been able 
to even get a sniff at a housing 
waiting list, I find it odd that our 
councillors are not vociferously 
objecting to Epping Forest 
Council’s proposed development of 
1,250 properties at West Sumners.

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Flytipper landed 
with £3.000 bill 


Road grit stocks at full capacity 
as county prepares for winter 


A CONTRACTOR who was 
paid £30 to remove household 
rubbish from a property in 
Harlow has been hit with a bill 
for £3,000 after being found 
guilty of flytipping. 

Adam Southall (26), of The 
Hornbeams, was convicted by a jury 
at Chelmsford Crown Court of con¬ 
trolling the waste and causing it to be 
dumped one or about March 19, 2010. 
He denied the charge. 

The court was told that clothing, 
bed linen, paperwork and general 
waste, left by a tenant at a house in 
Milwards, Harlow, was removed by 
Southall. 

He told Sanjit Alangh, director of a 
lettings agency, that he planned to 
burn it but months later it turned up in 


a field off Weald Hall Lane, 
Thornwood, among a number black 
bin bags of dumped rubbish. 

The jury heard that Mr Alangh 
turned up at the property in time to see 
Southall and another man loading the 
last few bags onto a pick-up truck. 

He was later contacted by an envi¬ 
ronmental neighbourhoods officer 
working for Epping Firest District 
Council who told him rubbish from 
the property in Milwards had been 
dumped at Weald Hall Lane, along 
with other unconnected items. 

The court was told Mr Alangh sub¬ 
sequently pleaded guilty at magis¬ 
trates court to failing to obtain a waste 
transfer note from Southall, an 
offence for which he was fined £900. 

Southall claimed he refused to clear 
the house when asked by the land¬ 


lord’s managing agent because he did 
not have the right sort of licence, but 
offered to take away recyclable items 
such as clothes and shoes as a favour. 

He said he did not ask for the £30 
or supply an invoice and disposed of 
the clothes in a supermarket recycling 
bin. 

Southall was found guilty of the 
charge. He was fined £735 and 
ordered to pay costs of £2,265. 

Passing sentence, Judge Christo¬ 
pher Ball told him: “It’s a great pity 
you didn’t take it on the chin like Mr 
Alangh. You have wasted everyone’s 
time coming here and there’s a price to 
pay.” 

He added: “We know what an 
absolute pain this dumping is by peo¬ 
ple who can’t be bothered to go down 
the tip.”

HIGHWAYS chiefs at Essex County 
Council are reassuring motorists they 
are ready for winter as the cold snap 
begins to bite. 

The authority’s fleet of 60 gritters 
are on standby and salt stocks are now 
back at full capacity, with 14,000 
tonnes available to keep the county’s 
road network moving. 

The council is also giving greater 
control to local communities with its 
winter salt bag scheme. Some 160 
participating town and parish councils 
will receive one tonne of salt, pack¬ 
aged in 20kg bags, for use on areas of 


the highway which cause most con¬ 
cern in icy conditions. 

Councillor Derrick Louis, cabinet 
member for highways & transporta¬ 
tion said: “Keeping our roads safe 
throughout winter is always one of our 
top priorities and we have made sure 
that our gritting stocks are back at full 
capacity for the start of the season. “ 

All the council’s gritting lorries 
have been fitted with GPS trackers, 
allowing residents to follow their 
movements in real-time via a live map 
which can be viewed online at www. 
essex.gov. uk/winter.

A S the nation 
prepares to 
remember the 
sacrifice of the men and 
women who have lost their 
lives while serving their 
country as members of the 
Armed Forces, Nostalgia 
reflects on the courage of 
one young soldier 
decorated for an act of 
heroism during the First 
World War. 

Reader Lucy Crumb (78), of 
Broadfields, Harlow, contacted 
the Star to 
tell the story 
of her uncle, 

George 
Tedder - the 
‘Holloway 
Hero’. 

As a young 
private in 
the 2nd 
Battalion 
Royal Fusiliers, George made 
the front page of the Daily 
Gazette in September 1918 
after being awarded the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal 
and Croix de Guerre for 
“conspicuous gallantry and 
devotion to duty”. 

“My mother had kept a typed 
copy of the article and when I 
stumbled across it I sent off for 
a reproduction of the original 
newspaper,” said Mrs Crumb, 
who moved to Harlow in 1956, 
“I couldn't believe it when I 
saw the front page headline 
calling my uncle the ‘Holloway 
Hero’. His act of bravery 
obviously caused quite a stir at 
the time!” 

According to the newspaper 
article, Private Tedder ran into 
the enemy as he and a comrade 
were trying to deliver supplies 
to a frontline post in the dead of 
night. But instead of panicking, 
he immediately attacked one of 
the enemy soldiers, managing

to wrestle his rifle away before 
capturing the entire patrol. 
George, who was just 26 years 
old at the time and was one of 
five brothers in the Armed 
Forces, had already served in 
the Army for eight years and 
received the Mons Star 
campaign medal after serving 
in France following the 
outbreak of the war in 1914. 
“It’s incredible to think that he 
was just 26 years old when he 
did this, it 
really puts 
things into 
perspective,” 
said Mrs 
Crumb. 

“How many 
youngsters 
today could 
even imagine 
facing up to 
that kind of responsibility?” 

The article goes on to state that 
children at the school in 
Holloway which George 
attended as a boy were given a 
half-day holiday in honour of 
his act of bravery. 

“It would have been a very big 
thing for children to have been 
given half the day off back 
then,” she added. “It shows just 
how much George’s 
contribution meant to his 
community. 

“I just think it’s so important 
that we continue to remember 
those people who bravely 
served their country. Without 
their sacrifices, life now would 
be very different indeed.”

MP adds his voice to 
ambulance concerns 


Anger at ambulance 
'delay* after 999 call 

FLASHBACK: Star, September 13

AN MP has described the per¬ 
formance of the East of Eng¬ 
land Ambulance NHS Trust as 
“shocking”. 

Charles Walker, whose Brox- 
boume constituency neighbours Har¬ 
low, said he had no confidence in 
those running the trust, which serves 
Essex, Hertfordshire, Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire, Norfolk and Suff¬ 
olk. 

And he has called for an urgent 
debate following union concerns that 
budget cuts were putting patients at 
risk. 

Speaking in the House of Com¬ 
mons, Mr Walker said: “I am in no 
doubt that the performance of the 
chairman, and the chief executive, 
Hayden Newton, is falling well short 
of acceptable.” 

Mr Walker’s comments come in 
the wake of growing concern about 
the performance of the ambulance 
service, highlighted by two incidents 
in Harlow reported in the Star. 

In the first, witnesses to a road 
accident in which a pedal cyclist 
died claimed it took more than half- 


an-hour for an ambulance to arrive 
on the scene, despite the fact 
Princess Alexandra Hospital is less 
than a mile from the scene. 

A spokesman for the ambulance 
service later revealed the 999 call 
had been graded as serious but not 
life-threatening. 

In the second incident, an elderly 
woman who suffered a broken hip 
after falling in the Water Gardens car 
park had to wait two hours for an 
ambulance 

Mr Walker said concerns needed 
to be addressed urgently 

Former health secretary Andrew 
Lansley replied: “The East of 
England Ambulance Service Trust, 
like other ambulance trusts across 
this country, have for the first time, 
all of them, met all of their category 
A response times. 

“But it is very important that they 
continue to do so right across the ter¬ 


ritory and not just on an aggregate 
basis. That’s something I know is 
important for colleagues to raise and 
he may have an opportunity to do so 
. . . through an adjournment debate.” 

An EEAST spokesman said com¬ 
plaints about “supposed cuts” were 
disappointing when the trust was 
actually avoiding any. 

He added it was not making front¬ 
line staff redundant or closing ambu¬ 
lance stations “despite being 
required to save £50m over the next 
five years”. 

“We are recruiting more staff as 
well as working on improving 
response times and we are doing this 
by back office savings, introducing 
smarter working rotas and directing 
patients who don’t need an ambu¬ 
lance response to more suitable treat¬ 
ment so that we are more available to 
the people whose lives depend on 
us.”

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Don't fall foul 
of winter flu 


THE season of goodwill is fast 
approaching and now is the time to 
visit your GP for that all-important flu 
jab. 

Every year about 25 million people 
seek medical attention for symptoms 
of flu, a number that could be 
drastically reduced if we all had a flu 
vaccination. 

Flu can cause a variety of symptoms. 
They can be mild or severe 
depending on the type of virus, your 
age and overall health. Although it is 
a respiratory virus, flu can make you 
feel sick all over. 

Symptoms can include any or all of 
the following: headache, high fever, 
chills, a sore throat, aching joints 
and/or a dry cough. 

Every year the virus is slightly 
different and its severity is 
unpredictable. Thankfully for the 
majority of us, influenza is not a 
serious illness and we recover fully 
within one or two weeks. However, in 
some people complications develop 
leading to more serious illnesses. 

How to fight flu 

Get the flu vacdne. It's the best way 
to protect you, your family, friends 
and colleagues. 

Wash your hands regularly. In 

addition to getting the flu vaccine, 
hand washing is an important line of 
defence against germs like flu viruses 
and the common cold. 

Wash your hands after using the 
bathroom, after coughing or 
sneezing, before putting in or 
removing contact lenses, before 
using make-up and before eating, 
serving or preparing food. 


Flu viruses travel through the air so 
try to move away from people if they 
are freely coughing or sneezing 
around you. 

Stock up on Vitamin C. This to 
strengthen your immune system. 
Avoid touching your nose, eyes, 
and mouth. These are the three 
places flu viruses can easily enter the 
body. 

Stay home if you have the flu. If 

you have a hospital or GP 
appointment you should re-schedule. 
You can also fight the flu on a daily 
basis by keeping your immune 
system strong. Ensure you get 
enough sleep, eat healthy foods 
(including your 'five a day'), drink 
plenty of fluids and exercise 
frequently to keep your immune 
system in tip top shape. 

The seasonal flu vaccination is highly 
recommended for people with heart 
problems, chest complaint or 
breathing difficulties (bronchitis, 
emphysema), kidney disease, lowered 
immunity from disease or treatment 
(steroid medication or cancer 
treatment), liver disease, stroke or a 
transient ischaemic attack (TIA), 
diabetes or a neurological condition 
such as multiple sclerosis or cerebral 
palsy. 

It is also recommended if you are 
pregnant or are over the age of 65. 
Not only are you protecting yourself 
with the vaccine but also your family, 
friends and anyone you come into 
contact with over the festive period. 
Make sure you are not the one 
passing on the influenza virus this 
year. Simply call your GP to arrange 
your flu jab.

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Gothic revival is all fright on the night 


IT was billed as more than just a play, 
and Harlow Theatre Company’s 
immersive adaptation of Bram Stoker’s 
gothic chiller certainly gave audiences 
plenty to sink their teeth into. 

This was bold and inventive theatre at 
its very best, a spine-tingling feast for 
the senses that began the moment 
ticketholders dared walk through the 
door and into the nightmarish world of 
the Bedlam Asylum. 

Greeted by blood-spattered orderlies, 
disoriented guests were ushered 
towards the “dispensary” to buy their 
drinks while zombified patients lurked 
in the shadows or glided across the 
dimly-lit bar area chanting nursery 
rhymes. 

Genuinely unsettling, it was an 
ingenious way of spooking the 
audience while introducing madman- 
cum-narrator Renfield, the central 
character in playwright Liz Lochhead’s 
hallucinatory adaptation. 

Played with real menace by the 
impressively restrained Mitchell Rous, 
the paranoid schizophrenic is a former 
employee of the dastardly count 
himself. It is through his increasingly 
frazzled flashbacks that the story of

Jonathan Harker’s fateful trip to 
Transylvania is told. 

With the action flitting between the 
asylum, Castle Dracula and Heartwood 
House - home to Lucy and Mina 
Westerman - Renfield is ever-present. It 
was testament to Rous’s remarkable 
performance that he remained utterly 
captivating throughout,whether taking 
centre stage with a twisted soliloquy or 
sitting slumped in a straightjacket at the 
bar during the interval. 

Equally memorable was Steve 
Hannam’s powerhouse performance as 
Dracula, a role the former wrestler was 
surely born to play. 

Physically intimidating yet emotionally 
fragile, Hannam’s Count struck the 
perfect balance between man and 
monster, with flashes of humanity 
cutting through the malice and 
investing his character with magnetism 
as well as menace. 


The script gave his adversaries less to 
work with, but Dan Thomas made the 
best of Jonathan Harker’s limited role 
while Bernard Moule’s Van Helsing 
injected new energy and urgency into 
the second act. 

Pamela Self-Pierson gave a typically 
assured performance as beautiful 
bride-to-be Mina, whose 
transformation from prim propriety to 
lust-consumed deviant is brilliantly 
realised, while Lisa Gould also shone as 
the innocent young virgin corrupted by 
the sensual promise of the count’s fatal 
kiss. 

Equally vital to this most immersive of 
productions were the lighting, sound 
and set design, with the backstage 
crew’s clever use of light and shade 
and an atmospheric musical score 
staying true to director Martin Colton’s 
cinematic vision. 

Without doubt one of the most 
ambitious productions ever staged at 
Victoria Hall, Dracula has raised the 
bar for am-dram in Harlow - and will 
have given all who dared watch a fright 
to remember.

FICTION couldn’t be any stranger than the 
truth in this gripping thriller about real-life 
events following the 1979 storming of the US 
embassy in Tehran. 

Ben Affleck is a deserved front-runner for an 
Oscar as best director at next year's Academy 
Awards for his work on a film that keeps the 
audience on edge for its entire two hours. 

Affleck has been a solid presence on screen for 
more than 30 years, but more recently it is 
behind the camera that he has truly excelled. 

Here he works from a lean script by Chris Terrio, 
based on an article written by Joshuah Bearman. 
On November 4, 1979, simmering tensions 
outside the US embassy finally boil over and 


Iranian militants break through the barricades and 
storm the building. 

Once inside they capture 52 Americans and hold 
them hostage, but six members of staff - Bob 
Anders (Tate Donovan), Joe Stafford (Scoot 
McNairy), Kathy Stafford (Kerry Bishe), Mark Lijek 
(Christopher Denham), Cora Lijek (Clea DuVall) 
and Lee Schatz (Rory Cochrane) - manage to 
escape to the nearby residence of the Canadian 
ambassador (Victor Garber). There they hide in a 
basement crawl space while awaiting news from 
the outside world. 

Back on American soil, CIA extractor Tony 
Mendez (Affleck) concocts an elaborate scheme 
to rescue the escapees: he will pose as a film 
producer who has travelled to Iran to scout for 
locations for a sci-fi epic called Argo. The six 
stranded embassy staff will adopt the guise of his 
crew and they will leave the country together 
under false passports. 


Bona fide Hollywood producer Lester Siegel (Alan 
Arkin) and make-up artist John Chambers (John 
Goodman) throw their weight behind Argo to give 
the plan credibility. But when Tony arrives on 
Iranian soil, he soon realises all of his smooth 
talking and experience might not be enough to 
save the embassy staff from an Iranian firing 
squad. 

Argo holds the attention hostage in a vice-like grip 
and refuses to let go. Taut pacing, slick editing and 
escalating tension are underpinned by 
emotionally wrought performances from a 
sensational ensemble cast. 

Arkin and Goodman provide the comic relief as 
the Hollywood veterans who realise they must 
spend serious money to create the illusion of a 
blockbuster in the making. 

The nail-biting climax succumbs to dramatic 
licence, but by that point we forgive Affleck 
everything.

All adults who agree ‘I am starting to tighten my belt’ across 8 retail sectors.

PARIS was stolen by the Brits in 2012. 
The home team might have been out in 
force but it was McLaren’s PI - the 
first glimpse of its flagship supercar - 
that drew the biggest motorshow 
crowds. 

But there was another new car sharing 
the stand, the MP4-12C Spider. An 
obvious second act to follow the coupe 
version, the Spider swooped in with the 
promise of the same blockbusting 
performance and handling but added 
fresh air. 

The Spider doesn’t have any of the 
compromises you normally get when 
switching from coupe to drop-top. The 
super-strong and light carbon chassis 
was designed from the outset to be 
turned into a drop-top, so creating the 
Spider required no chassis 
strengthening at all. 

That meant unchanged suspension, too, 
which is almost unheard of, and the 
weight increase is negligible - just 40kg 
accounting for the roof mechanism and 
a different exhaust. 

In fact, when getting your first glimpse 
of the Spider it’s actually quite easy to 
mistake it for the coupe. The Spider has 
a two-piece composite roof that will 
fold in less than 17 seconds and at 
speeds up to 19mph. 

Remarkably it actually offers more 
luggage space than the coupe thanks to 
a pair of roll-up bags that stow beneath 



the tonneau cover when the roof is up. 
There’s also a heated rear window that 
acts a wind deflector with the roof 
down, but can also be lowered with the 
roof up to allow the engine sound into 
the car. 

In a way that small detail tells you a lot 
about the Spider experience; it is a car 
prepared and able to suit any 
circumstances. 

Assuming you approach the car with the 
roof up, you now squeeze a discreet 
rubber button to open the door as it 
glides upwards into position. Slide 
yourself into the slim but comfortable 
seats and you feel at the centre of the 
action. 

The windscreen drops down low to give 
a superb view out while the wheel and 
the instruments sit proud of the 


dashboard top, giving an uncluttered 
driving environment. 

Fire it up and with everything turned 
down to its friendliest settings, the 
Spider demands very little of you 
indeed. Press the D button to engage the 
gearbox and a slight squeeze of the 
accelerator releases the auto handbrake 
and you’re away. 

You have the same Active Dynamics 
panel controlling handling and 
powertrain so you can tailor the car to 
the circumstances. With everything in 
‘Normal’ there’s nothing to tell you 
you’re in the Spider: it’s just as fast, as 
compliant, as quiet and as 
accommodating as the coupe. 

Drop the roof and it changes completely 
- wind is kept well in check below silly 
speeds and that super-strong carbon 


structure means not one hint of shake or 
wobble over bumps. This is how all 
convertibles would be in an ideal world. 
Don’t waste a single opportunity to turn 
everything up, though. The intermediate 
‘Sport’ mode offers an excellent balance 
for fast road driving, leaning off the 
ESC a little bit to allow some 
movement in the car while the extra 
noise and sharper responses from the 
engine are welcome. 

You can use ‘Track’ mode on the road, 
of course, but then you are in control of 
all 616bhp (an upgraded output over 
2012 model year). 

Such is the linearity of the twin-turbo 
V8s delivery that it is deceptively fast. 
An extended blast through first, second 
and third gears feels mighty fast but the 
speedometer tells an even more 


remarkable story: it will hit 124mph 
from rest in just 9.0 seconds with the 
grippier Corsa tyre option. 

It’s best experienced with the rear 
window down as you get all the noise, 
resonating around the roof and no wind 
intrusion whatsoever. Despite being 
turbocharged, it does its best work with 
a few thousand revs on the dial, but the 
performance is savage in bald stats yet 
silken in delivery. 

Even so. it is arguably the ride and 
handling combination that is more 
impressive. The Active Roll Control 
system is tech-heavy but all you need to 
know is that it allows the Spider to 
skim over bumps in a way that no 
performance car has ever done, yet it 
doesn’t compromise an inch in the way 
it grips and resists roll. 

The test drive included track time as 
well as a mixture of Spanish roads, and 
its ability to deal with such a wide 
variety of surfaces was remarkable. If 
anything, the optional Corsa tyre’s extra 
grip isn’t necessary: on the road the 
grip levels are stratospheric and on 
track it’s a pleasure to flirt with the edge 
of adhesion and feel the Spider move 
around. 

The philosophy behind the MP4-12C 
Spider is clear to see and its adaptability 
and immense competence is 
remarkable. The Spider is essentially the 
class swot: so good at everything you 
want to dislike it, but you can’t help but 
have huge respect for its flawless 
execution.

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The Star looks back at career of 1922 World Champ who called Harlow home

THE Olympics captured the 
imagination of the British 
public last summer, but did 
you know that Harlow was 
home to one of the country’s 
most famous cycling champi¬ 
ons. 

Dave Marsh competed at, not only 
the 1924 and 1928 Games, but 
was also the first Brit to capture 
the World Championship? 

Marsh was so famous - they even 
named a bike after him? 

Even to this day his son - also a top 
British cyclist in his day - still lives in 
Harlow. 

They live in Holly Field. 

Marsh (the first) was the first British 
winner of the World Road Race 
Championship for amateurs. 

He scooped this title way back in 
1922, defeating the world’s 
very best cyclists over a 
daunting 100-mile circuit. 

His achievement at the 
World Championships was 
not equalled by an 
Englishman for more than 
40 years until Tom Simpson 
won the title at San 
Sebastian in Spain in 1965. 

In 1924 Marsh competed at 
the Olympic Games in Paris 
and then four years later he 
took part in the Games in 
Amsterdam. 

But his greatest feat was 
winning the World 
Championship time trial. 

This was held just outside 
Shrewsbury in Shropshire as 
cyclists competed on the 
famous Anfield course, the 
Mecca of the British cycling 
club world at this time. 

He won the race by an 
astonishing 1 minute and 20 
seconds and completed the 
gruelling 100 miles in a top 
time of 5 hours, 7 minutes 
and 27 seconds. 

His son, also David, 85, 

spoke to the Star about his father’s 

exploits. 

He said: “It meant a great deal to him. 
He was a very, very quiet man. He 
never told anybody about all of this. 

“It was a very similar time to now as 
the English were dominating.” 

To prepare for this race he could 
regularly be seen racing around the 
country lanes of Dunmow twice a 
week in the evenings and even 
ventured up to Cambridge and back to 
London (about 50 miles each way). 

It was his third attempt to win an 
international title in three years, a 
time during which he proved to be the 
finest roadman in the country. 

This was only the second time the 
World Championships had been 
staged. The previous year Marsh had 
competed in the Danish capital 
Copenhagen, finishing 12th. 
Previously he came to the fore in 
1919 when he secured his first win in 
an open competition. 

A year later he won six major events, 
including the first North Road CC 
Memorial 50. 

This standard of riding won him a 
place in the 1924 Olympics road race 
which was actually held in Antwerp, 
Belgium. 

However, he hit trouble and could 
only finish 26th. 

But his team, Shaftesbury CC, 
dominated at this time and Marsh had 
helped them to eight victories in

1920, followed by another fine season 
in 1921. 

In 1922, as a member of the 
University CC, Marsh’s team broke 
the London to Brighton and back 
record. 

It was during this time that Marsh 
reached his peak with his epic world¬ 
beating performance. 

When you see some of the giants in 
cycling today, such as Bradley 
Wiggins and Mark Cavendish, it 
seems incredible that Marsh was only 
5 ft lin. 

Marsh, who was bom in East London, 


spent most of his working life at 
London’s docks, but took up cycling 
professionally in the late 1920s when 
it switched from being an amateur 
sport. 

Ariel Cycles approached him in 1929 
and he helped design a bike that was 
named in his honour. 

In an interview with Sporting Cyclist 
magazine a few short months before 
he died in 1960 he explained his 
passion for cycling. “There are few 
things finer in cycling than the sight 
of a good pursuit team going flat out, 
each man working as a part of the 
team,” he explained. 


“There’s something satisfying, too, in 
riding to catch an opponent on the 
other side of the track. Yes, I 
definitely like pursuiting best of all.” 
His daughter-in-law Dorothy Marsh, 
85, said: “He would have gone a lot 
further but he was such a modest 
man. Being a small man he needed 
the handlebars to be shorter and they 
[Ariel] made those especially for 
him.” 

These were called the Marsh Bars and 
revolutionised the bike industry as 
bicycles were fitted with these new 
handlebars which benefitted the 


smaller cyclists. 

Marsh, who was born in 1895, lived 
in The Hornbeams in Harlow 
throughout the 1950s. 

His enthusiasm for cycling lives on 
and his grandson, also called David, 
has also excelled at the sport. 

He was third in the British National
